FRUIT GROWING TESTS 


Achievements of Scientists In 
Developing N ew Species. 


WHAT HYBRIDIZATION HAS DONE

Americans who dote oil Scotch mar* 
ma lade and find delight in eating lus­ 
cious oranges and tangerines from Cal- 
ifornia aud. florida have further feasts 
in store for them in Uncle Sam’s great 
cornucopia of new fruits developed by 
the scientists in the government em­ 
ploy, says the New York Post’s Wash­ 
ington correspondent. 
'Ila* bother and 
cost of importing marmalade from Eu- 
rope were among the causes which in­ 
duced the prosecution of scientific in­ 
quiries to determine whether ti new 
type of fruit suitable for marmalade 
making could not be grown in the 
United States, and such a plant bas 
*.bw been obtained by hybridization. 
By similar processes new types of har­ 
dy orange and lemon trees have been 
developed of a sort to withstand tile 
sudden extremes of cold which in re­ 
cent years crip p le and almost exter­ 
minated the orang** industry In Flor­ 
ida. 
The aim of these investigations has 
not been to supplant the elegant Cali- 
fornia and Florida varieties which find 
such a large sale in all parts of the 
U n it e d S t a t e s , but to supplement the 
r a n g e of those varieties by developing 
new kinds of more hardy nature, 
i he 
two g n a t freezes in tin* winters of 
IMPI an I lspo in Florida killed to tho 
ground practically every orange and 
lemon t r e e in that state, except in the 
extreme southern portion about Key 
West. Throughout the ten years since 
then tit** most pain taking experiments 
ha vt* b e e n in progress to produce ti now 
hardy variety which would withstand 
the cold and consequently be suitable 
for growing farther north. 
By crossing the hardy cold resist­ 
ing trifoliate orang** with varieties of 
tin* ordinary sweet orange two hybrids 
have now been obtained and found to 
produce valuable fruits when propa­ 
gated. Specimens of t hose orange t recs 
have within til** last few months been 
sent to growers in the gulf and south 
Atlantic stales tis far north as South 
Carolina, southern Tennessee and Ar­ 
kansas and the (‘astern and southern 
part iota * if Texas. 
For further tests 
oilier plants were sent I ) Arizona and 
New Mexico and to regions of low alti­ 
tude as far ti orth as oregon and W ash­ 
ington state. 
These hybrids, being 
different from any known group of 
citrus fruits, were not called oranges, 
but were given the combination name 
of “citrange .” 
One of th** hybrids is called the 
“ Busk.” after a former secretary of 
agriculture, and is described as very 
similar in size and appearance* to the 
well k n o t’ll tangerine. 
It possesses 
the same reddish Hush, is smooth and 
round, <T good quality for culinary pur­ 
poses and is especially suitable for 
making a drink similar to lemonade. 
Tho other hybr'd, culled tin* “ Willits,” 
is more like a lemon in quality and ap 
flea rn n ce and may be used as a sn bs ti 
tute for lemons iii making files as well 
as lemonade. 
Commenting upon 
th** prospective 
value of these new plants for general 
grow til in the Fluted States, Professor 
B. ’I’. Calloway, chief of tin* bureau of 
plant industry, department of agricul­ 
ture, recently said: 
“On** of th** principal aims In devel­ 
oping these citrilnges lilts been to pro 
vide a tree which will enable southern 
people, for Instance, to have fruits in 
their back yards all tin* year round. 
'Un* development by hybridization of 
hardy plants susceptible of cultivation 
farther north than the old varieties 
will 
have 
four 
Important 
results: 
First, in providing fruit for pies, mar 
aubades and other preserves, which 
the Individual housewife 
eau 
make 
from fruit grown in tho yard of bet­ 
horn**; second, Jn developing a plant 
which may be used to form hedges ei­ 
ther of an ornamental sort about the 
home or to construct inclosures within 
which to keep farm stock; third, to 
provide a plant which in tin* hands of 
professional growers will establish a 
marmalade industry In this country 
which will make us independent of for­ 
eign sources of supply, aud, fourth, tho 
development of ornamental trees for 
persons who wish them for tin* adorn­ 
ment of Hie lawns about their hornet*. 
“One feature to be borne in mind is 
that t h e s e experiments are not eon*Iud 
ed with ii view to replacing any varie­ 
ty of tree or fruit which can now bo 
grown successfully In any part of the 
country. On th** contrary, it is to pro 
vide a iiniqu* hybrid not competing 
with California oranges and not in the 
same class as limes, hut of a quality 
a little rh lo r than that fruit. 
W<* im 
port large quantities of marmalades 
from Scotland. 
It 
a product maim 
factured from oranges grown in Spain 
and the south of France in the main. 
Our sweet oranges of established va­ 
rieties are not entirely suited for such 
purposes, but iii* ** new fruits are. 
Their growth on a large scale will open 
a new field of American manufacture, 
which will provide home marmalades 
of as tin** quality as now Imported 
from Europe.” 
An interesting feature of tin* aden 
ti lie work on th* e lines is the an 
nounccmcnt that i ev**ral additional va 
rleties of cit ranges 
cadi po < - ag 
special features of merit, are in proc­ 
ess of development and will he given 
to the country next spring 
One of 


these produces a fruit so much like 
the ordinary orang * in size and appear­ 
ance that it can la* distinguished only 
by an expert pornologist. 
Still alioth 
cr variety, differing In flavor and tree 
characteristics, is being propagated for 
distribution as so o n as the experiment­ 
ers determine as to its relative value in 
comparison with present varieties. 
While the fruit bearing character!:* 
ties of tin*-** hybrid plants attract the 
most attention, much interest is also 
felt in their fine foliage. 
For propaga­ 
tion as lawn trees and hedge plants 
some of the hybrid oranges are far 
superior in general adaptability to the 
trifoliate oranges otten grown for that 
purpose. 
They have hands liner and 
much denser 
foliage and have the 
to ergreen characteristic, retaining the 
greater part of their foliage all winter. 
'iii** only objection to limit* us** in this 
manner is a scientific one. 
In order to 
improve th** fruit s quality the new 
citrange:' have b e e 
a d e nearly seed­ 
less aud would hav.- to Im* propagated 
by budding. 
Bul nature’s generosity 
in Increasing iii one direction what bas 
been lost in another lins been shown 
by the development of two other hy­ 
brids, which have the desirable hedge 
characteristics while lacking the fruit 
bearing qualities of the Busk and the 
Willits varieties. 
If the tests of the 
unnamed 
hybrids 
reveal 
qualities 
which will permit their easy and inex­ 
pensive propagation as hedge plants 
they will I m * developed along those lines 
and distributed throughout the coun­ 
try. 
Other experiments have brought into 
existence ti new kind of “kid glove” 
orang** which is called a tangelo and 
is a hybrid of tin* tangerine and the 
pomelo. 
It bas been named th** Sam­ 
son, partly because of its strong acid 
flavor, which it is thought will com­ 
mend it to its popular taste. 
A lim­ 
ited amount of stock of this variety 
is to be distributed next spring to pri­ 
vate growers, who have given evidence 
of their interest in developing new spe- 
des and who therefore prove valuable 
adjuncts to tin* work of th** depart­ 
ment. 
Two new tangerines with the 
desirable characteristics of producing 
fruit larger than tin* ordinary varie­ 
ties and nearly two weeks earlier are 
also being propagated and have arous­ 
ed much interest among horticulturists. 
This 
commercial 
interest 
in 
now 
fruits is attracting especial attention 
entirely apart from the scientific inter­ 
est in creating new varieties. 
It lias 
been discovered that some of tin* prin­ 
cipal markets are corning to demand 
fruits of a certain size and others of 
a certain degree of lusciousness or 
acid quality. 
As soon as these tenden­ 
cies become sufficiently pronounced to 
represent a definite public taste, as it 
were, growers realize tin* desirability 
of planting selected varieties possess­ 
ing th** characteristics called for. 
ibis 
bas been one of the special aims of 
the scientists to develop new seedlings 
which will produce fruit uniform In 
size and of invariable good quality. 
Unusual success has attended th** ex­ 
periments of til** department experts 
I .ward these ends. ami it is expected 
that the coming season will see the 
distribution of two hybrids, one grow­ 
ing a small fruit and the other a large 
one, but in both cases produced mainly 
near Ila* exterior of the tree. 
As fruit 
so grown can be picked with much 
greater facility than when it must ho 
taken from all parts of tin* tree, this 
development is regarded as of unusual 
commercial importance. Taken iii con­ 
nection with tin* development of the 
hybrid suitable for marmalade manu­ 
f a c t u r e , the results of th** recent ex­ 
periments are regarded, especially from 
Ila* commercial viewpoint, as marking 
a noteworthy advance in American 
fruit growing.

M aj. (leo. M cD erb y, chief of engineers: 
“ I beg to inform yau that lots I, 2 and 
3, Sec. IO, twp 134, north range 29, was 
reserved 
by the 
U n ited States under 
presidential proclam ation dated A u gu st 
27, 1892 for the (lu ll lake reservoir. 
B e ­ 
ing in charge of tho reservoir and hav 
ingbeon notified th a t you are occupying 
tho above named tracts, I hereby d irect 
you to move oft said land or show cause 
w hy you should not be 
prosecuted for 


trespass.” 
T h is notice 
was directed to Ja m e s 
C rasser “ and o thers” and takes in some 
six or seven settlers who live on this 
government reserve. 
There is a 
long story in connection 
w ith this m atter w h ich is liable to te r­ 
m inate in no calm 
way if the settlers 
here refuse to com ply w ith the m andate 
sent forth from 
tfie war departm ent. 
T h is “ Section 
IO” 
is 
widely 
known 


throughout 
the country. 
W h en 
tho 
U nited States reserved the tract it was 
for reservoir purposes and later on 
an 
appropriation of £80,(xxi was made for 
the im provement. 
A n objection by poo 


pie whose interests would be affected 
by this system of reservoirs prevented 
the completion of the project. 
As far back as 
16 years ago Ja m e s 
Grasser, the best known of the “ Sectio n 
IO” settlement, settled on the land w hich 
he now occupies and 
he claim s th a t he 
bought the rights to the land. 
T h e fact 
is that it has never since the president­ 
ial proclamation above referred to been 
subject to entry, so that they are livin g 
on the land

case by the district attorney, and it

nightfall when,

parently feeling the court was about 
to decide 
against him, 
he arose

speak in his own behalf.

urged 
that there was no direct evidence that 
Rice had been killed and reiterated

the skin, hut are sunk more or less 
deeply into it, more deeply as the ban­ 
ia longer, so that long hairs adhere in 
a deep sac. The number of these hair 
papillae of course varies considerably 
w ith different people, but for each indi­ 
vidual is constant and unchangeable* 
aud cannot be increased any more than 
can the number of one’s finger nails. 
The number of hairs depends on the pa 
pillae; consequently if there are no pa­ 
pillae there can be no hair. 
Moreover, 
the number of these papillae Is eon 
stant, so that the idea of increasing 
their number by clipping the hair must 
be abandoned. 
The 
growth of the 
hairs depends rather on the well being 
of all the papillae, but they are con 
stltiient parts of skin and share Its 
fate alike in both good and evil days.
